The question with farmers to- 
ward spring is, what sort of colt 
they will find it most profitable to 
raise. This depends to a great ex- 
tent on the ability and taste of the 


farmer. The majority of farmers- 


have not the skill and judgment 
required to break and drive high- 
spirited young horses, and if they 
undértake to do it, are almost sure 
to meet with accidents that greatly 
impair the value of the colt. Such 
farmers will find it more ad wan- 
tageous and less dangerous to raise 
colts of the draft breeds, as these 
are more sluggish and much more 
easily handled to the age when 
they can be sold, and if they are 
sound and well developed they will 


be in good demand. 


There are some farmers who 
have ataste for good horses suit- 
able for use on the road and for 
fine carriage teams. For superior 
horses of these classes there is a 
market at prices that return a good 
profit to the breeder. There are 
many who breed a poor class of 
mares to inferior stallions with the 
natyral result that they never have 
anything for sale that is wanted 


for any but the most ordinary uses, 


and of this kind of horses the mar- 
ket is always overstocked. There 
are a great many partly worn-out 
horses, more or less unsound, that 
having served their best days as 
driving horses are sold for what 
they will bring, and the inferior 
stock raised by the farmer as men- 
tioned, when marketed, comes in 
competition with this class and | 
must be sold at low prices. 

If farmers would dispose of their 
inferior mares and keep a smaller 
number of good ones they weuld 
find the result much more profit- 
able. With any kind of farm stock 
it pays to raise the best, and espec- 
ially is this the case with horses 
where there is a wide range of 
prices depending on the individual 
merit of the animal, and, to a con- 
siderable extent, on he skill with 
which he has been handled. 

Then, too, in deciding this ques- 
tion the farmer should be governed 
by the character of the mares he 
proposes to use for breeding pur- 
poses, and select such stallions as 
are best suited for them. Toe 
many let the fee charges settle the 
question, not considering that the 
increased value ot the colt may 
easily be much more than the 
amount of the fee. It is a most 
short-sighted policy to patronize 
an inferior stalliom because the ex- 
pense of doing this is a few dollars 
leas. Far better breed a smaller 
number of mares and raise fewer 
colts, The care, trouble and ex- 
pense will be less, and the result in 


every way more satisfactory.—

He had a robust 
physique, and although about 
seventy-two years old, had the ap- 
parent promise of a very long life. 
His age gave him the right to re- 
tire on the pension provided by 
law. But he was so vigorous in 
mind and body that he not only de- 
clined to lay down the burdens of 
his office, but declined the services 
of a private secretary. 

Chief Justice Waite was a native 
of Connecticut. He graduated from 
Yale College in 1837, and soon after 
hie admission to the Bar he re- 
moved to Toledo, then a small town 
in Northwestern Ohio. He 
served one term as early as 
1849 in the Ohio Legislature. 
‘When Toledo became a central 
point for many converging rail- 
toads, he became the legal adviser 
of some of the most important com- 
panies, He served as one of the ar- 
bitrators of the Geneva Commis- 
sion ia 1872, and was there recog- 
nized as a learned jurist, even-tem- 


pered and wise in the successful dis- 


position of the questions before that 

body. In the following year he 
served as a member of the Ohio 
Constitutional Convention and pre- 
sided over its deliberations. 

In 1874 President Grant nom- 
inated him to fill the vacancy made 
in the office of Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court by the dath of 
Chief Justice Chase. His service 
in that office extended over a per- 
iod of about fourteen years. Chief 
Justice Waite visited this coast a 
few months ago, and was every- 
where received with the respectful 
consideration due to the man and 
the high office which he held. He 
spoke hopefully of the future, and 
was then counting on some years 
of labor before age and infirmity 
warned himtoretire. It there have 
been greater men in this high office, 
there have been none of more solid 
worth and none, iu later times, who 
have discharged its duties with 
greater satisfaction to the country:

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JUSTICE WAITR'S DEATH. 


Congress and the Executive De- 
partments Closed. 
WASHINGTON, March 23.—Uhief Jus- 
tice Waite died at bis residence in this 
city at 6:10 o’clock this morning. The

He was 
wakeful on Monday night, and on 
Tuesday morning symptoms of acute 
bronchitis appeared, accompanied by 
insomuia and great restlessness. 

His condition on Tuesday was not 
alarming, but on Wednesday circum- 
scribed pneumonia showed itself, 
During Tharsday night he was com- 
fortabie and no particular alarm was 
felt, but at 6 o’clock this morning a 
failure of the heart's action was Ob- 
served, and his son and daughter were 
with him when he died. 

Mrs. Waite left Washington for Cal- 
ifornia abouta week ayo, and is sup- 
now to be in Los Angeles. 

The Supreme Court and both Houses 
of Congress have adjourned as a mark 
of respect to the memory of the 
deceased Chief Justice. 

The President, who was greatly 
shocked by the news, is preparing an 
order elosing all Executive Depart- 
ments of the government on the day 
of Judge Waite’s funeral. 

Arrangements for the funeral have 
not as yet been made. The Chief Jus- 
tice will be buried in Toledo, Ohio. 

Many eloquent tributes were paid to 
the memory of the late Chief Justice 
Waite by the Senate aud House upon 
receipt of the news of bis death.

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The winter term of the State Un- 
iversity eloved on the 22 1 instant, 
and for a few days the students are 
enjoying a well-earned vacation. 
A finer clasa of young ladies and 
gentlemen cannot be found any- 
where, and our citizens take espe- 
clal pride in their continued pro- 
gress. That Nevada can and will 
sustain an educational institation 
of the highest order has been clearly 
demonstrated. The present Board 
of Rekente have been untiring in 
their efforts in behalf of the Uni- 
versity, aud they certainly have 
the best reasons to congratulate 
themselves on the results of their 
administration. 

General improvements on the 
University grounds are to be made 
this spring. The premises are to 
be inclosed with a substantial 
fence, -the sewers are to be com- 
pleted and it is expected that an 
appropriation will be made for the 
purchase and the planting of nec- 
essary shade trees. The streets 
leading to the University’ will prob- 
ably be opened at an early day, 
thus affording convenient means of 
access to the grounds. Some addi- 
tions are being made to the sup- 
plies for the chemical laboratory, 
and the work of assaying will be 
commenced in April. It is also ex- 
pected that the Congressional ap- 
propriation made by Congress for 
the support of the agrieultural ex- 
periment station will be available 
this spring and that active work in 
the Sch of Agriculture will at 
once be inaugurated. move- 
meat is on foot to secure an in- 
structor in military science for the 
University through the War De- 
partment at Washington. Both 
Senator Stewart and Senator Jones 
are at work in this direction and it 
is almost certain that they will suc- 
ceed. At present forty officers in 
the military and naval service are 
detailed by the general government 
a; instructors in various educa- 
tional institutions of the United 
States. But as these are distributed 
in districts having a population of 
1,250,000, Nevada has never before 
asked for an officer, and California 
has 1 enjoyed the ad- 
vantages ofthe law. A bill, how- 
ever, bas been introduced in the 
United States Seuate providing for 
the detail of sixty military and 
naval officers as instructors iu col- 
leges. Should this bill becomea 
law, as is e our State Uni- 
versity will then be able to obtain 
a competent instructor in military 
science and so be enabled to take 
still higher rank among the Uni- 
versities of the country.

trotting horsemen, writes a Lex- 


| ington, Ky., correspondent of the 


N. V. Sportsman. The price re- 
ceived for stock of this character 


has averaged much higher the past 


year than was ever before known, 
this especially being the case wita 
young, fashionably-bred colts and 
fillies, which at all times have 
brought lucrative prices, and in 
some instances have sold for ex- 
ceedingly fancy figures. During 
the year 1,545 head of trotting 
horses were sold at public auction 
in Kentucky for $395,078, while 
private sales will foot up at least 
that much more, one breeding es- 
tablishment alone having realized 
ever $50,000 on the sales of trotting 
colts and fillies in 1887. Those sold 
range in age from the produce not 
yet foaled to the old stallions or 
brood mares which have almost 
served out ‘their days. The price 
received for these horses varies 
from $70 up to a sum in the thous- 
ands,’ which the non-credulous 
refuse to believe any sane man 
would pay for a piece of horseflesh. 
In this connection it is well enough 
to add that no standard-bred ani- 
mal sold for anything like the first 
mentioned price, the sum received 
for stock of that class always 
amounting to goed healthy figures. 
The strides made in the breeding 
of the trotter in Kentucky have 
been most wonderful, as it is only 
about thirty-eight years since Mam- 
brino Chief was introduced into 
this State. He was really the pro- 
genitor of the trotting stock of 
Kentucky. Previous to Mambrino 
Chief’s arrival, it is true that Ab- 
dallah was brought here, but he 
only made one season, after which 
he returned to the North. On a 
splendid estate in the southern 
suburbs of this city to-day lives a 
man, fast nearing his sixty-fifth 
milestone, to whom the breeding 
interests of Kentucky owe a debt 
of gratitude that they will never 
be able to pay. To him belongs 
the credit of introducing into this 
State the trotting horse. Your 
correspondent alludes to Dr. L. 
Herr. Previous to this gentleman’s 
arrival in this section from Penn- 
sylvania there had been several 
stallions of trotting strains from 
the north introduced inte Ken- 
tucky, but there was no traming 
stable for schooling tretters for 
track purpeses established until 
Dr. Herr came upon the scene 
sometime in the early part of the 
forties. The richness of the land, 
the fineness of the grasses, together 
with the limestone water and the 
genial climate of the blue grass 
region, with the fact that the high- 
mettled racer had been here bred 
and raised, gave Dr. Herr confi- 
dence that by proper breeding and 
judicious handling the very richest 
type of the trotting horse could be 
produced in this State, and to-day, 
after two score years, his judgment 
has been completely vindicated, 
for Kentucky has produced the 
greatest trotter that has ever trod 
the earth. : 

Not many years-after the date 
above mentioned, the steck inter- 
ests having rapidly advanced, a 
movement was made towards or- 
ganizing and building up agricul- 
tural associations, where thé 
religious and secular elements could 
meet, exhibit their stock and dis- 
play their wares for premiums. It 
is, perhaps, in place to here state 
that had it not been for the ebjec- 
tion lodged by the clergy against 
the running turf on account of its 


gambling, adjuncts, the breeding of 


the trotting horse in Kentucky 
would have never reached its 
mighty proportions of te-day. It 
was the church countenancing the 
fairs that drew out the masses and 
caused the tastes.of the people to 
gradually grow towards the higher 


development of all descriptions of 


stock, especially the trotting horse. 
The first and second prizes, as a 
general thing, were enps or plates, 
but it was the privilege of the sue- 
cessful ones to take the value in 
money if they desired. This now 


opened up a new field to all those 


who looked upon the breeding and 
raising of the thoroughbfed for 


the running turf with disfavor, as 


they seemed’ to think there was 
no harm in witnessing a tro 


working members in the various 
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contest; in other words, while they 
looked upon it as a crime to run a 
horse for money, they thoughi it 
no sin to trot him. This sentiment 
grew rapidly, and to-day a major- | 
ity of the breeders of the trotting 

horse in Kentucky are active and 
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aside their hymn books, and now 
if they sing a song at all it is to 
extol the merits of one family or 
another of the trotting horse. In 
fact, to tell the truth, the business 
of all classes in Kentucky to-day is 
the breeding, raising and develop- 
ing of the trotting and the running 
horse. Among her sister States 


she has no rivals and horses bred 


in Kentucky have wen the classic 
events both in England and France, 
while so far as the trotter is con- 
cerned she breeds more “first-class 
ones than all the world combined, 
This is, indeed, saying a grert deal, 
but a perusal of the records will 
demonstrate the facts. There are 
more brains, talent and culture 
among the hersemen of Kentucky 
than there are in any other pur- 
suits or professions in the State. 
The interests of many of the other 
States center in agriculture, mer- 
cantile, manufacturing, mining, and 
last of all the lowest of the scale, 
politics; but Kentucky’s greatest 
interests and largest revenues are 
derived from her live stock of all 
descriptions. During the year just 
closed there were 448 new addi- 
tions to the 2:30 list, 332 of these 
being trotters and 116 pacers. Of 
this number Kentucky contributed 
a large share, her per cent. out- 
ranking that of any other three or 
four States.
